WHEAT QUOTA 
SYSTEM MAY BE 
ABOLISHED SOON 


} Ottawa authorities see the possibi- 
lity that: western wheat marketings 
may be permitted in the crop year 

1944 - 1945 without quotas limiting 
amounts which may be delivered by 
| producers, 

In recent years a heavy surplus of 
wheat and limited storage accommo- 
dation made it impossible for wheat 
| deliveries to elevators to be continued 
without a check. In the present crop 
year, which ends July 31, the limita- 
tion first was that a producer might 
deliver 14 bushels of wheat per acre 
lof land devoted to wheat production 
and authorized under quota regula- 
tions, 

The quota was later raised to 18 
‘bushels an acre as wheat sales to 
{the United States and other buyers 
continued at a high level. 

Trade Minister MacKinnon told the 
Commons last week that the quantity 
of wheat marketable in the coming 
crop year now is being studied. A 
decision cannot casily be reached as 
'the volume of the new 1944 crop can- 
i not be established and there is un- 
certainty as to the transportation fa- 
cilities to be available for the move- 
ment of grain in 1944-45, 

But at present the demand for all 
Canadian grains is running at very 
high levels and there are indications 
it will continue, The sales have eased 
the storage position in both western 
country and terminal elevators and 
space is becoming available for more 
grain now held on farms. 

It is officially estimated that the 
wheat carry-over on July 31 will be 
about 330,000,000 bushels, compared 
with more than 690,000,000 on the 
same date last year. 
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FARM IMPLEMENT PRODUCTION 
WILL BE UP THIS YEAR 


Total tonnage of farm machinery 
production in 1945 will be approxi- 
mately one half the tonnage manu- 
factured during 1940 and 1941, ac 
cording to H.H, Bloom administrator 
of farm and construction machinery | 
for the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Roard, There will be no restriction on 
production of spare parts for farm 
machinery. 

The tonnage devoted to the 1945 
manufacturing program will be con-| 
fined to types of machinery essential to 
Canada’s production of foodstuffs, 

In addition to machinery for domes- 
tic use Mr, Bloom pointed out that 
Canadian manufacturers are being | 
asked to produce equipment speci- 
fically for establishing war veterans 
on the land, Canada will also contri- 
bute production of farm equipment 
for rehabilitation under the UNNRA 
program, the administrator stated, 

Mr. Bloom pointed out that the in-| 
creased output in 1945 does not indi- 
cate that demand for all types and 
varieties of agricultural equipment | 
can be filled, “Rationing will continue 
to be necessary and only the most 
urgent and essential needs can be met’ 
he said.

SPEED OF ONE-WAY DISCS 


High speed operation of the one- 
way dise is costly. According to J, 
Macgregor Smith, Professor of Agri- 
cultural Engineering at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, operation at a speed 
faster than 5 miles per hour increases | 
the cost per acre out of proportion to 
the increased acreage per hour, 

When operated from 3 1-2 to four 
miles per hour the one-way dise re- 
quires less power per acre than any 
other deep tillage machine, At 3 1-2 
miles per hour stony land may be one- 
wayed without undue breakages to the 
disc, High speed pulverizes the soil 
and destroys the trash coyer, so that 
soil drifting become a direct hazard, 

Tractors should be balanced with 
one-way dise of sufficient width to 
load the tractor efficiently at the pro- 
per speed,

SUMMERFALLOW EARL‘ 

Yield per acre is as a rule in strict 
proportion to the moisture which is 
contained in the soil and which is 
available for plant growth. Our 
prairie lands are like an enormous 
sponge that holds the rainfall until 
growing plants require it, It is most 
important, therefore, that farmers 
should try to conserve in the soil ev- 
ery precious drop of rain that falls. 


Good rains usually occur in May 
and early June. Summerfallowing 
therefore, should be done early; if 


possible the very instant that sowing 
of the present crop is finished, all so 
that these early rains can be conserved 
in the soil and so be available for the 
crop to be sown in the spring of 1945, 
If the land can be summerfallowed 
during May then more rainfall will 
be preserved, and so a higher yield 
will eventually be harvested, 

Whenever the land is disturbed by 
ploughing, discing or cultivating, some 
precious moisture is lost by evapora- 
tion. yet weeds must be killed, for 
weeds too use up moisture, Cultiva- 
tion of the land to kill weeds should 
then be done as shallow as possible 
and as seldom as possible so that the 
least amount of moisutre will be lost 
by evaporation,

This Crop Year 
Will Be Higher 


OTTAWA.—Trade Minister Mac- 
Kinnon said in the commons the} 
marketings of wheat permitted pro-| 
ducers in the crop year 1944-45 
probably will be higher than in 1943- 
44, but the government is not as yet 
able to announce the delivery quotas | 
to be granted for prairie wheat pro- 
ducers, 

The minister said that in the 
present crop year the delivery quota 
initially was established at 14 bushels | 
per authorized acre and later raised | 
to 18 bushels. | 

In establishing the wheat quota 
which might be delivered to the 
wheat board the government will 
take into account probable exports) 
and domestic usage, and the quantity 
the railways are able to handle.

To Be Established On Prairies For 
Fishing Industry 


OTTAWA.--Recently in the House 
of Commons it was announced by | 
Hon. Ernest Bertrand, minister of 
fisheries, that it is intended to estab- 
lish on the prairies a permanent fish- 
eries research station, similar to 
those operated on the Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts. 

While this step will not be taken 
immediately it is understood un 
officially that this station will be 
located in or near Winnipeg as the 
logical centre of the prairie fishing 
industry. 

A conference was held in Ottawa 
at which means of improving and 
maintaining the quality of whitefish 
were discussed. As a result it was 
decided that the provinces will make 
a’ survey of whitefish producing 
waters, the board will undertake a 
program of fresh water fisheries re 
search and machinery will be set up 
for whitefish inspection. 

The lake surveys will be started by 
the prairie provinces this summer and 
the appointment of a chief biologist 
is to be made.

“Such certificates shall be issued 
not earlier than two weeks before 
polling day to the person officially 
recorded at headquarters as the next- 
of-kin of such prisoner of war, pro- 


vided such next-of-kin is qualified to 


vote in the electoral district in which 
the prisoner of war ordinarily resided

With the final estimates out now 
for the 1942 wheat crop of Canada a 
lot of folks will be surprised to know 
that it wasn’t the biggest crop in hist- 
ory ever produced in Canada, but sec- 
ond best, for in 1928 the total harvest 
was 566,726,000 bushels, Final figure 
for 1942 is 556,684,000 bushels, Of 
this amount 529 million bushels was 
produced in the three prairie provin- 
ces, Most of the “writing down” was 
done in Saskatchewan where the crop 
failed to entirely measure up to indi- 
cation as of harvest time.

like melons, cucumbets, peppers, 
tomatoes, ete., are best not sown or 
set out much before this date. 
Not Too Deep 

Generally speaking, the amateur is 
inclined to plant too deep. Seed so 
planted will not germinate well. The 
general rule is three times the 
diameter, which means mere press 
ing into the soil for fine seed like that 
of radish, poppy, carrot, etec., and 
about one or two inches deep for 
beans and peas, With bulbs and 
tubers like gladiolus and potatoes, 
from six to ten inches deep is recom- 
mended, the heavier the soil 
shallower the planting. 

Good Seed 


There is not a substitute for good} 


seed. Other factors may be beyond 
control but the gardener has absolute 
check over this foundation. With- 
out good seed the garden is going 
to be a failure. 
Must Have Room 

A vital job that looks harder than 
it really is is thining. No vegetable 
or flower can develop properly un- 
less it has plenty of room. Small 
things like carrots need about three 
inches between, beets 
corn, three sprouts to the hill, With 
fine seed much drudgery can be saved 


by sowing thinly in the first place. | 


With flowers that are grown from 
seed, thinning is equally important. 
They must have room or they will 
grow spindly and break down prob- 
ably in the first wind storm,
